New Game Bird 
Shooting Regulations 


Four important changes occur 
in the new migratory game bird 
regulations approved by the state 
conservation commission this 

... -Month-to-make state and federal 
regulations consistent. 

All migratory game birds ex- 
cept woodcock may be hunted for] 
45 days this year, from Oct. 1 to 

__ Nov. 14. Woodcock may be hunt- 
ed in the upper peninsula from 
Oct. 1 to Oct. 12 and in the lower 
peninsula from Oct. 15 to Oct. 31, 
all dates being inclusive. 

The hours of legal shooting of 
ducks, geese, brant and coots will 
be from 7 a. m. to 4 p, m,; for 
jacksnipe, rails, and  gallinules 
(except coot) and woodcock from 
7 a. m. to sunset, The time given 
is eastern standard. 

The daily bag limits which 
will be in effect in Michigan are 
as follows: 

Ducks—-10 in the aggregate of 
all kinds of which not more than 
three of any one-or more than 
three.in the aggregate. miay be 
redheads, canvasbacks, buffle- 
heads or ruddy ducks. 

Wood ducks may not be taken. 

_Geese and brant—Five in the 
aggregate of all kinds. 
‘ Coots—10. _ 

Rails and gallinules and jack 
snipe—10. 

Woodcock—four. 

Possession limits are: 

Ducks, geese and brant—Two 
day’s bag limit. 
-- Coots—-20. 

Rails and gallinule 
snipe—15. ; 

Woodcock—four.
